REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Magor  and  St.  Mellons  Rural  District  Council. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  1966. 

Once  again,  housing  was  a subject  matter  that  warranted  much  time  and  work 
by  the  Department  during  the  year.  Unsatisfactory  housing  has  been  one  of 

the  urgent  social  problems  for  a very  long  time.  In  the  past,  legislation 
included  many  provisions  designed  to  overcome  the  serious  evils  of  unhealthy 
housing  and  there  has  always  been  a constant  stream  of  Acts,  Circulars  etc., 
dealing  with  different  aspects  of  housing.  The  concern  for  the  improvement 
of  housing  still  continues  and  since  1945>  no  less  than  six  Housing  Acts 
have  been  passed.  However,  the  standard  of  fitness  has  always  given  rise 
to  much  discussion  and  criticism.  It  appears  that  the  voluntary  grants'"'" 
scheme,  in  the  main,  has  not  had  the  desired  effect  nor  the  impact  that  was 
visualised.  I feel  that  the  Local  Authority  should  be  given  more  power. to_ 
compel  owners  to  improve  their  houses  to  a higher  standard  than  at  present 
laid  down  by  existing  legislation. 

The  present  powers  do  not  allow  the  Local  Authority  to  tackle  the 
deterioration  of  housing  which  has  not  yet  reached  the  state  of  unfitness 
even  though  this  would  be  the  right  time  and  most  economical  way  to  deal  with 
it;  the  whole  question  of  housing  with  regard  to  improvement  and  standard  of 
fitness  is  again  to  be  reviewed  with  the  result  that  the  Central  Housing 
Advisory  Committee  has  set  up  a sub-committee  with  the  following  terms  of 
reference  'to  consider  the  practicability  of  specifying  objective  criteria 
for  the  purpose  of  slum  clearance,  the  rectification  of  disrepair  and  other 
housing  powers  relating  to  the  establishment  of  minimum  tolerable  standards 
of  housing  accommodation  and  to  make  recommendations'.  I hope  that  the  present 
present  standards  of  fitness  laid  down  at  present  by  Section  4 of  the 
Housing  Act,  1957>  will  be  raised  and  that  the  time  will  arrive  when  a house 
without  a bathroom  and  separate  kitchen  and  where  eating,  cooking  and 
general  living  are  carried  on  in  the  same  room  be  recognised  as  unfit  for 
human  habitation. 

During  the  year  245  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  Improvement  Grants, 
604  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  rural  housing  surveys  and  84  visits 
carried  out  under  other  sections  of  Housing  Acts. 

33  Discretionary  Grants  and  14  Standard  Grants  were  approved  during  the 

year. 
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I am  still  pleased  to  record  the  high  standard  of  condition  of  the  Council 
Houses  within  the  area,  with  the  exception  of  the  small  number  of  families 
who  unfortunately  due,  amongst  other  matters,  to  lack  of  imagination  and 
initiative,  are  unable  to  maintain  their  houses  in  a satisfactory  state 
resulting  in  the  necessity  of  strict  and  regular  inspections  by  the 
Department .

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PRETENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 


The  Department  had  a very  busy  year  with  the  eradication  of  vermin  and 
once  again,  it  is  evident  that  the  public  were  well  aware  of  the  danger 
arising  from  rat  infestation  and  conscious  of  their  responsibility  to  the 
community  by  the  large  number  of  calls  made  upon  the  Department  for 
disinfestation. 

All  rat  infestations  whether  new  or  old  spell  a warning  message  of  the 
large  number  of  disease's  "carried  by  the  rat  population. 

The  work  required  to  undertake  the  control  of  rats  is  fast  becoming  a 
much  more  important  job  as  time  goes  by  and  well  trained  operatives  have 
already  become  a necessity. 

It  seems  that  the  rat  problem  will  remain  with  us  and  the  only  method 
to  combat  the  numerous  difficulties  will  be  the  need  to  keep  up  a constant 
effort  on  our  part. 

During  the  year,  the  Department  experienced  the  occasional  trouble  in 
the  early  stages  of  construction  of  a.  new  estate,  where  scraps  of  food 
thrown  away  by  workmen  had  attracted  an  infestation  of  rats  which  could 
possibly  have  gained  access  to  sewers  by  way  of  unfinished  manholes  left 
open  by  the  contractors.  Prompt  attention  is  always  given  to  any 
complaints  received  of  rat  or  mice  infestations. 

Sewer  treatments  throughout  the  area  were  continued  during  the  year, 
with  test  baiting  of  manholes  where  fluoroacetamide  had  been  previously 
placed.  Where  1 takes  ’ were  shown  the  poison  fluoroacetamide  was  again 
deposited.  I am  pleased  to  report  that  by  the  end  of  the  year,  there  was 
no  evidence  that  the  poison  was  being  taken,  thus  revealing  that  the  sewers, 
were  more  or  less  free  from  serious  infestation. 

However,  it  remains  that  wo  must  always  bo  vigilant  and  keep  a watchful 
eye  on  the  whole  position. 

A_gain  I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  assistance  given  to  the 
Department  by  Mr.  R.  W.  Braithwaite,  Pest  Officer  to  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.

PIPED  SUPPLIES 


73  Samples  of  treated  water  supplies  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  - 68  of  which  proved  satisfactory  and  5 unsatisfactory.  These 
samples  were  taken  from  dwellings  supplied  by  the  Cardiff  City  and  Newport 
and  South  Monmouthshire  Water  Board. 

A further  10  samples  of  untreated  supplies  were-  also  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination  - 6 of  which  proved  satisfactory  and  4 unsatis- 
factory. 149  connections  from  the  Newport  and  South  Monmouthshire  Water 
Board  were  made  in  1966;  all  of  which  were  to  new  houses  occupied  during 
the  year. 


SHOPS  ACT,  1950 


No  action  was  taken  during  the  year  under  the  Shops  Act,  1 950 , relating 
to  sanitary  and  other  arrangements  in  shops. 


SLAUGHTER  OP  ANIMALS  AND  SLAUGHTERHOUSES 


There  are  7 butchers  shops  within  the  area.  There  are  no  licensed 
private  slaughterhouses,  the  meat  for  sale  in  these  shops  being  collected 
from  neighbouring  public  and  private  slaughterhouses. 

One  application  was  received  for  a licence  to. slaughter  pigs  only,  which 
was  granted  by  the  Council. 
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CARAVAN  SITES  & CONTROL  OP  DEVELOPMENT  ATC,  i960 


The  work  entailed  in  connection  with  the  siting  of  unauthorised  caravans 
somewhat  lessened  during  the  year  as  compared  with  previous  years.  It  appears 
that  the  well  known  characters  who  were  always  with  us  in  the  past  have  now 
disappeared. 

However,  we  often  encounter  the  passer-by  who  stays  for  short  periods 
only;  gives  very  little  trouble  and  leaves  the  countryside  in  the  same  condition 
as  it  was  upon  arrival. 

The  Department  works  in  close  harmony  with  the  Town  and  Country  Planning 
Department  of  the  Monmouthshire  County  Council  and  before  the  question  of  a 
licence  being  issued  under  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act, 
i960,  discussion  takes  place  with  the  Planning  Department  to  decide  whether 
permission  may  be  granted  or  otherwise.  When  planning  permission  is  granted, 
and  not  before,  the  question  of  the  public  health  aspects  are  discussed  and 
satisfied  before  the  application  is  placed  before  the  Committee. 

I would  add  that  in  all  cases,  where  application  is  made,  close  contact 
is  always  set  up  over  the  question  of  permission  and  licence  and  every  aspect 
gone  into  thoroughly  before  a decision  is  reached. 

Periodical  inspections  were  made  of  all  the  licensed  sites,  and  no 
conditions  gave  rise  to  the  question  being  referred  to  Council  for  further 
action. 

The  condition  of  the  St.  Donat's  Caravan  Site,  Pye  Comer,  Nash  is  under 
discussion  and  it  hoped  that  the  outcome  will  be  more  satisfactory  in  the 
future . 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OP  K)OD 


All  premises  where  food  is  prepared,  stored  or  sold  were  regularly 
visited  throughout  the  year,  carrying  out  340  inspections  with  special 
regard  to  the  followings - 

22  Canteens,  79  Shops  and  35  Public  Houses. 

It  is  now  some  years  since  the  original  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations  were 
made  to  promote  the  hygienic  handling  of  food.  They  require,  among  other 
matters,  the  provision  of  certain  basic  equipment,  the  maintenance  of  good 
structural  standards  and  to  ensure  the  cleanliness  of  all  food  premises. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  standards  have  certainly  improved  and  it  is  true 
to  say  that  a large  portion  of  the  people  serving  the  public  today  are 
conscious  of  their  responsibility  towards  their  customers.  We  have  seen 
great  changes  in  many  fields,  not  least  is  the  alteration  in  food  shops  and 
shopping  habits  particularly  where  food  is  concerned. 

The  majority  of  foodstuffs  today  are  from  national  manufacturers  arriving 
at  the  food  shops  already  canned,  packed  or  wrapped  in  a variety  of  materials. 

Successive  legislation  has  certainly  given  more  authority  and  it  is 
reasonable  to  state  that  is  not  difficult  today  to  make  most  premises  selling 
goods  comply  with  the  law  in  practically  all  aspects.  Control  of  the  premises 
is  not  the  complete  answer.  The  person  in  charge  must  also  co-operate  and 
understand  the  importance  of  putting  the  basic  principles  and  requirements 
relating  to  persons  engaged  in  the  handling  of  food  to  the  forefront. 
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Should  this  fail  the  good  structural  condition  of  the  premises  is  of 
minor  importance.  To  secure  the  optimum  conditions  of  cleanliness  and 
hygiene  in  any  food  premises,  the  person  in  charge  must  understand  that  it 
depends  on  his  interest,  example  and  awareness  generally,  of  what  is 
required  to  achieve  the  desired  effect. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  announced  the  long  awaited  Food  Hygiene  (Markets, 
Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles)  Regulations,  1966,  and  will  become  operative  on 
the  1st  January,  1967* 

These  provisions  deal  with,  as  far  as  we  are  concerned,  with  the 
delivery  vehicles  within  the  area.  Added  powers  are  now  given  to  deal  with 
all  vehicles  whether  bread  vans,  or  food  delivery  vehicles,  which  are 
frequently  seen  travelling  over  the  whole  area. 

During  the  year  many  visits  were  made  to  wholesale  food  premises  within 
the  area,  and  as  a result  the  voluntary  surrender  of  doubtful  or  unsound  food 
necessitated  the  issuing  of  Condemnation  Certificates  by  the  Department.  The

Periodical  visits  were  made  to  the  factory  of  Wick  and  Company  (Egg 
Products)  Limited,  Rogerstone,  and  25  samples  of  liquid  egg  taken  for 
analysis  as  required  by  the  Liquid  Egg  (Pasteurisation)  Regulations,  1963. 

All  samples  satisfied  the  Alpba-arylasc  test. 

Twenty-five  samples  of  imported  whites  of  shell  eggs  were  also  taken  for 
analysis,  all  of  which  proved  satisfactory. 


POULTRY  INSPECTION 

The  following  figures  relate  to  poultry  inspections  carried  out  by  the 
Department  during  the  years-

Comments  on  poultry  processing  and  Inspections  - 

There  are  two  establishments  within  the  parish  of  Marshfield  used  in 
connection  with  poultry  processing. 
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One  poultry  processing  station  is  owned  by  Mr.  F.  Saunders,  of  Walk 
Farm,  The  premises  where  work  is  undertaken,  is  a converted  agricultural 
building.  Plans  for  the  conversion  and  use  were  deposited  and  approved 
by  the  Local  Authority  and  has  been  in  existence  for  a number  of  years. 

Machinery  for  the  dislocation  of  the  neck,  plucking  of  feathers  etc., 
has  been  installed  with  arrangements  for  the  satisfactory  disposal  of 
waste  matter  from  the  premises. 

The  other  processing  station,  under  the  ownership  of  lie.  J.  Seabrook 
is  not  utilised  for  the  slaughtering  of  birds.  The  fowls  are  delivered 
to  the  premises  already  slaughtered  and  feathered?  the  only  work  entailed 
being  the  eviscerating  of  the  carcase  prior  to  despatch  and  sale  to  the 
public.  This  processing  station  is  also  a converted  agricultural 
building. 

Frequent  periodical  inspections  are  made  to  both  premises,  including 
the  necessary  inspection  of  the  carcases. 


FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955  - SECTION  16 
THE  ICE-CREAM  (HEAT  TREATMENT,  ETC.)  REGULATIONS,  1959  - 1963 


The  rapid  growth  of  the  ice-cream  industry  over  recent  years  has 
undeniably  been  due  to  the  manufacturers  having  been  willing  to  invest 
money  into  modem  machinery  and  equipment.  This  was  due,  to  no  small 
measure  because  of  the  introduction  of  legislation  which  culminated  in 
the  standards  as  required  by  the  Food  Standards  (ice-cream)  Regulations, 
1959. 

It  is  also  evident  that  the  mobile  trade  has  made  an  enormous 
advance.  In  years  gone  by  the  bulk  ice-cream  was  only  available,  whereas 
today,  an  almost  complete  factory  is  on  wheels.  These  modem  vehicles 
carry  all  the  necessary  equipment  to  serve  soft  ice-cream  as  and  when 
required. 

The  major  portion  of  ice-cream  served  from  registered  premises  within 
the  area  is  manufactured  by  reputable  national  firms.  It  is  delivered  in 
prepacked  form  and  sold  with  the  minimum  of  handling  by  the  retailer. 

All  registered  premises  and  all  mobile  vehicles  visiting  the  area  were 
inspected  during  the  year  and  on  no  occasion  was  it  necessary  to  take 
action,  either  informally  or  statutory,  arising  from  any  contraventions  of 
the  above  Act  or  Regulations. 

Thirty  visits  were  made  during  the  year  in  connection  with  the  above  and 
twenty  samples  taken  for  analysis,  all  of  which  proved  satisfactory. 


MILK  AND  DAIRIES 


During  the  year  the  Department  received  a lesser  number  of  complaints 
regarding  dirty  milk  bottles  than  in  previous  years,  but  unfortunately 
legal  action  had  to  be  resorted  to  in  one  case  against  a local  film.  The 
case  was  hesrd  at  the  County  Court,  Pentonville,  Newport,  resulting  in  the 
firm  being  fined  £20  with  ten  guineas  costs.  In  the  majority  of  cases,  the 
complainants  are  reluctant  to  come  forward  to  give  evidence  in  public  should 
legal  proceedings  be  instituted,  but  in  this  particular  case  the  complainant 
was  prepared  to  give  evidence  as  and  when  necessary. 
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However,  the  firm  pleaded  guilty  V7ith  no  necessity  for  the  appearance  of 
the  complainant, 

The  satisfactory  answer  to  the  dirty  milk  bottle  has  long  been 
overdue.  Unfortunately  the  pre-packing  of  milk  in  cartons  and  similar 
packs  is  still  in  the  experimental  stage  and  large  sums  of  capital  are 
required  to  develop  and  produce  suitable  installations.  The  customer 
no  doubt  would  readily  accept  the  carton  on  the  grounds  of  hygiene  alone, 
but  it  is  envisaged  that  at  first  a little  difficulty  would  be  expected 
because  of  the  higher  price  which  must  be  paid,  and  the  breaking  of  the 
long  tradition  of  having  a daily  delivery. 

On  the  grounds  of  hygiene,  the  public  health  inspector  would  welcome 
the  change  from  the  milk  bottle  to  the  carton  in  the  same  way  that  the 
change  was  welcomed  by  the  replacement  of  loose  milk  to  the  milk  bottle. 

The  future  should  therefore  be  directed  to  the  elimination  of  the  glass 
bottle  with  all  the  attendant  problems  of  foreign  bodies,  dirty conditions 
etc.,  which  are  still  too  often  the  subject  of  legal  proceedings. 

Thirty-nine  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination,  all  of  which  proved  satisfactory. 


OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 


The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  is  essentially  an  Act  to 
improve  working  conditions,  and  for  securing  the  health,  welfare  and  safety 
of  persons  employed  in  offices  and  shops. 

Since  the  introduction  of  this  Act,  all  occupiers  and  owners  have  been 
made  aware  of  the  need  to  register  and  the  Department  has  received  the 
necessary  co-operation  from  all  persons  concerned. 

The  persons  involved  have  readily  assisted  in  taking  the  necessary  steps 
with  very  little  pressure  from  the  Department. 

From  the  coming  into  force  of  the  main  Act,  very  few  changes  have  taken 
place,  except  the  additional  premises  for  registration. 

The  items  which  gave  some  consideration  were  minor  in  character,  such  as 
the  absence  of  thermometers,  deficient  first  aid  kits,  failure  to  display 
abstracts  of  the  Act,  and  overcrowding  of  stores  and  passages  at  the  rear 
of  shop  premises. 

However,  in  one  particular  case,  action  had  to  be  taken  by  the  Local 
Authority,  to  take  down  and  remove  an  existing  wooden  structure  used  as 
shop  premises,  owing  to  it's  unsatisfactory  condition  as  a building.  Plans 
for  a modern  premises  were  submitted  by  the  owner  and  approved  by  this 
Authority,  but  unfortunately  part  occupation  of  the  premises  was  undertaken 
as  a post  office  without  the  knowledge  of  the  Department  and  before  completion 
of  the  work  in  accordance  with  the  deposited  plans.  No  application  for 
registration  of  the  premises  was  made  and  no  satisfactory  drainage  provided, 
with  no  facilities  for  heating  etc.  The  Head  Postmaster  of  the  area  was 
acquainted  with  the  position  and  immediately  withdrew  the  post  office 
services.  The  owner  agreed  not  to  re-occupy  until  the  premises  were 
suitable  for  occupation  and  duly  registered  with  the  Local  Authority. 

Four  minor  accidents  were  reported  to  the  Local  Authority  during  the  year, 
these  were  investigated  by  the  Department  to  ascertain  and  determine  whether 
any  breach  of  the  Act  had  been  committed,  action  by  the  Local  Authority  was 
not  deemed  necessary  and  no  legal  proceedings  were  instituted  during  the 
year.

PETROLEUM  (CONSOLIDATION)  ACTS,  1928  - i960 


During  the  year  46  established  installations  within  the  area  were 
regularly  visited  jointly  by  a member  of  the  staff  of  the  Monmouthshire 
County  Fire  Brigade  and  myself.  On  no  occasion  during  our  visits  did 
any  serious  contraventions  arise.  All  minor  defects  found  during  the 
course  of  the  inspections  were  noted  and  the  responsible  person  was 
informed  verbally  on  the  site  and  notified  by  letter  as  soon  as  reasonably 
possible.  In  nearly  all  cases  v/here  contraventions  did  exist,  all  the 
remedial  work  was  carried  out  forthwith. 

Fourty-six  letters  were  sent  out  during  the  year  dealing  with  thirty 
minor  contraventions. 

From  the  1st  April,  1966,  jurisdiction  over  three  installations  in  the 
Bettws  parish  and  one  installation  in  the  Nash  parish  passed  to  the  County 
Borough  of  Newport  under  the  Newport  (Monmouthshire)  Order,  1 966 , as  the 
result  of  boundary  changes. 

Once  again,  I wish  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  Chief  Fire  Officer  and 
his  Fire  Prevention  Officers  dealing  with  petroleum  installations  for  the 
area,  for  the  prompt  and  valued  assistance  afforded  me  during  1966. 


CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956  - AIR  POLLUTION 


The  control  of  atmospheric  pollution  is  progressing  slowly  but  surely 
throughout  the  country,  and  many  Authorities  are  already  in  sight  of  the 
end  of  their  smoke-control  programmes  for  domestic  premises.  Industrial 
smoke  has  also  been  reduced  considerably  but  there  still  remains  emissions 
from  some  industries  which  are  exceedingly  difficult  to  control. 

Smoke  and  S02  are  still  the  main  pollutants  to  be  contended  with  since 
the  introduction  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  and  much  time  and  effort  has  been 
spent  to  remove  or  reduce  them  during  the  year.  Because  of  breakdown  of 
of  plant,  incidents  have  occured  at  Spencer  Works,  Llanwem,  which  gave 
rise  to  concern  to  the  public  and  Local  Authority.  Discussions  took 
place  between  the  Management , the  Akali  Inspectorate  and  the  Local  Authority 
because  of  such  incidents  and  the  Council  were  assurred  that  the  Management 
of  the  Works  were  mindful  of  their  responsibility  and  anxious  at  all  times 
to  ensure  that  normal  working  conditions  would  be  maintained.

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ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT,  1 563 


From  1st  January,  19&4»  n0  person  may  keep  a Boarding  Establishment  for 
animals  unless  it  has  bean  licensed  under  the  Act  by  the  Local  Authority. 

This  legislation  is  concerned  with  animal  health  and  welfare  and  has  no 
direct  connection  with  the  normal  public  health  functions  of  the  Local  Authority. 

An  applicant  for  a licence  under  the  Act  must  pay  a fee  not  exceeding  ten 
shillings. 

In  determining  whether  to  grant  a licence  for  the  keeping  of  a boarding 
establishment  for  animals,  by  any  person,  at  any  premises,  the  Local  Authority 
must  have  regard  to  the  following:- 

(1)  The  animal  shall  be  supplied  with  suitable  food,  drink  and 
bedding  material. 

(2)  All  reasonable  precautions  to  be  taken  to  prevent  and  control 
the  spread  among  animals  of  any  infectious  disease,  including  the 
provision  of  isolation  facilities. 

(3)  Animals  will  at  all  times  be  kept  in  accomodation  suitable  as 
respects  construction,  size  of  quarters,  number  of  occupants, 
exercising  facilities,  temperature,  lighting,  ventilation  and 
cleanliness. 

(4)  A register  must  be  kept  containing  a description  of  any  animals 
received,  with  dates  of  arrival  and  departure,  and  the  name  and 
address  of  the  owner. 


During  the  year  one  new  application  for  a licence  under  the  Act  was 
received.  Thi3  application  has  been  deferred  until  accommodation  is  provided 
in  accordance  with  the  regulations.

REFUSE 


The  deposit  of  litter  on  land  giving  rise  to  not  only  a nuisance  hut  a 
public  health  hazard  is  still  a vexing  problem  and  is  beyond  all  reasoning 
why  educated  people  should  be  so  lax  on  the  disposal  of  litter.  Again  much 
time  was  spent  in  dealing  with  complaints  received  and  arranging  for  the 
collection  of  the  offending  litter. 

Unfortunately  great  difficulty  is  experienced  in  obtaining  information 
with  regard  to  the  persons  responsible  for  such  illegal  and  unwarranted 
action  in  order  that  legal  proceedings  may  be  enforced. 

A visit  to  some  of  the  offending  sites  is  very  revealing  with  nothing 
too  large  or  too  small  to  deposit.  The  Litter  Act,  1958?  is  largely 
ineffective  in  controlling  the  litter  problem,  mainly  because  of  the 
difficulties  of  enforcement. 

Unfortunately,  in  my  opinion,  many  well  meaning  visitors  to  the 
countryside,  who  are  perfectly  respectable  in  their  own  homes,  think 
nothing  of  throwing  their  unwanted  rubbish  into  the  side  of  the  road  or 
depositing  litter  where  they  have  enjoyed  their  picnic. 

What  is  needed  is  a greater  sense  of  civic  responsibility. 

Regular  visits  in  connection  with  rodent  control  were  carried  out  at 
both  refuse  tips  and  periodical  dressings  were  given  with  D.D.T.  base  tip 
dressing  to  control  insect  pests.
